CHINESE REFORMERS. 

They Ask Assistance of the Fowers to 
Prevent Dismemberment of 
Empire. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, June 22.— The Chinese Re- 
form Association of Canada met to-night, 
and passed a resolution that as the Em- 
peror Kwang Usee had addressed mes- 
sages to the powers to reinstate him on 
the throne and promising reforms, that 
the association do all it can to help the 
Emperor, and address a petition to the 
representatives ot* Great Britain, tllfl 
United States and Japan, asking for 
their co-operation in establishing protec- 
torates and their aid in preventing dis- 
memberment of the Chinese empire. 

"PHEW! IT'S HOT." 

Winnipeg Thermometer Goes Up to n 
Hundred in the Shade. 

Winnipeg, June 22.— Extremely hot 
and dry weather prevailed throughout 
Manitoba to-day.

Native Rumors Tell of Myster- 
ious Tragedy at the Royal 
Palace. 



Chinese Director of Telegraphs 
Wires That Foreign Lega- 
tions Aie Safe. 



London, June 'Si.— (3 a.m.) — The silence 
of Pekin continues unbroken. Four 
thousand men of the allied forces were 
having sharp defensive fighting at Tien 
Tsiu Tuesday and Wednesday, with a 
prospect of being reinforced Thursday. 
This is tile situation in China, as set 
forth in the British government de- 
spatches. 

"Eight hundred Americans are taking 
part in the lighting at Tien Tsiu," says 
the Shanghai correspondent of the Daily 
Express, cabling last evening, "and they 
apparently form a part of the. supple- 
mentary force, arriving with the Ger- 
mans and British after the conflict 
started. It is impossible to estimate the 
number of the Chinese there, but they 
had a surprising number of guns." This 
information appeal's to have been brought 
by the United States gunboat Nashville 
to Ghee Foo and telegraphed thence to 
Shanghai. The Chinese are deserting 
Shanghai in large numbers, and going in- 
to the interior. 

Reports from native sources continue 
to reach Shanghai of anarchy in Pekin. 
According to the statements, the streets 
are tilled day and night with Boxers, 
who are wholly in control of the Chinese 
troops, and w/io are working themselves 
up to a frenzy and clamoring for the 
death of all foreigners. 

The British consulate at Shanghai is 
said lo have received from influential 
natives reports of a tragedy in the palace 
at Pekin, though precisely, what is not 
definite. The consulate thinks that Ad- 
miral Seymour, commanding the interna- 
tional reiief column, was misled by in- 
formation from Pekin, and consequently 
underestimated the difficulties in the way 
and the Chinese power of resistance 
witli Maxim guns and Mausers. 

The consuls at Shanghai still believe 
the foreign missionaries at Pekin safe, 
although Japanese reports received at 
Shanghai allege that up to June 5, 100 
foreigners had been killed in Pekin. 

The Daily Express says: 

"We understand that -Mr. R. T. Tower, 
secretary of the British embassy at 
Washington, is to succeed Sir Claude 
Macdonald at Pekin, and that the reason 
for Sir Claude's recall is the break down 
of his health.? 

A despatch from Vienna says: "Li 
Hung Chang has wired the various Chi- 
nese legations in Europe, directing them 
to inform the governments to which they 
are accredited that he is called to Pe- 
kin by the Empress to act as intermedi- 
ary between China and the powers, and 
negotiate a .settlement of the points at 
issue, and begs the powers to facilitate 
his mission by ceasing to send troops to 
China." 

Shang, director general of telegraphs, 
wires from Shanghai to the Chinese le- 
gations in Europe that the foreign le- 
gations in Pekin are safe. 

It is reported that the British govern- 
ment will immediately send 1,200 marines 
to China, and possibly, according to some 
of the morning papers, 1,000 of the re- 
gulars now with Lord Roberts. 

London, June 23.— A special despatch 
from Shanghai dated Thursday, says: 

"A prominent resident of Pekin re- 
ceived, at Tien Tsin on June 15, reports 
that the soldiers were troublesome in 
Pekin, that a night attack on the lega- 
tions was feared and that the advent 
of the relief force would be the sign for 
a general riot in Pekin. 

"The German cruiser Irene has arrived 
here with 2-10 marines, -who, with 37S 
English and 1.500 Russians, proceeded to 
Tien Tsin. The railway is working from 
Taku to within 15 kilometres of Tien 
Tsin." 

Shanghai, June 22— Owing to the ab- 
sence of war ships at Kiu Kiang Fu, 
some apprehension is felt there of an up- 
rising. The merchant steamer companies 
therefore have arranged to always keep 
one steamer in readiness. 

The British twin screw sloop Daphne 
has arrived here with ammunition. There 
are no signs of a disturbance. 

St. Petersburg, June 22. — The view ex- 
pressed by both the press and politicians 
here is that Russia should make com- 
mon cause with the other powers in 
meeting' the common danger in China. 
It is pointed out, however, that when 
once the time arrives to settle the Chi- 
nese question, Russia must regulate her 
true interests, which differ greatly from 
those of the other powers, and prevent 
her more definitely from embarking in 
hostilities against the vast Chinese em- 
pire, her neighbor. This is also under- 
stood to be the government view of the 
situation. 

Rome, June 22.— A despatch from Taku 
dated yesterday (Thursday) says: "An 
international column, consisting of Brit- 
ish, Russian and Japanese troops, left 
Taku this morning for Tien Tsin. An 
Italian detachment, commanded by an en- 
sign, will remain here to guard the Itul- 
•ian Hag, which, with the flags of the 
other powers, has been hoisted over the 
forts. 

"The detachment of Italian sailors 
which participated in the capture of the 
forts suffered no loss. 

"The German reinforcements from 
Kiao Choti and British reinforcements 
from Hongkong have arrived here." 

Berlin. June 22.— -The commander of 
the German squadron at Taku has wired 
as follows to the government: "A French 
officer -who has arrived here from Tien 
Tsin, which he left June 20, reports that 
for three days the city had been bom- 
barded by the Chinese and that the 
troops of the foreign detachment were 
short of ammunition." 

Washington. Juno 22.— The adminis- 
tration is endeavoring to stimulate the 



despatch of troops and naval reinforce- 
ments to China to meet the emergency st 
Tien Tsin. Reports have been received 
over night at tile navy department, but 
which are temporarily withheld from pub- 
lication, are, it is believed, confirmatory 
of the reports from Europe of the need 
of reinforcements for the international 
forces at Tien Tsin. It is understood 
that low water in the Pei Ho river pre- 
vents naval vesuels at Taku from going 
to the assistance of the small force at 
Tien Tsin, and it is probable that no 
boat drawing more water than a torpedo 
boat can get that far up the river. In 
that case the purpose of the navy depart- 
ment in hastening the gunboat Nashville 
and the old Monocacy to Taku has been 
in part defeated, for even with their 
light draft it is improbable they could 
ascend the Pei Ho as far as Tien Tsin 
during low water. In this case the only 
recourse is in the use of troops and naval 
battalions afoot. This distance from 
Taku to Tien Tsin is 30 miles, but the 
travelling is bad, and if there is much op- 
position, the journey might occupy sever- 
al days. The emergency described in 
Admiral Kempff's despatches has led the 
war department to make an extra effort 
to hurry forward the Ninth regiment 
from Luzon to Taku, ami has instructed 
Gen. Mncnrthur in such fashion as to 
warrant the belief here that the troops 
will be on their way to China not later 
than to-morrow evening, thus saving one 
or two days on the original calculations. 

There also is good reason to believe 
that the authorities will despatch at 
least one other regiment from .Manila to 
China with the least delay. 

The United States consulate at Tien 
Tsin, which late news advices report to 
have been destroyed, is situated far up on 
the road which runs up from the Pei IIo 
directly through the centre of the town. 
It is far removed from any of the other 
consulates and practically isolated from 
all the other foreign buildings. This fact 
might explain the report of its destruc- 
tion before the rest of the foreign con- 
sulates were molested. 

The Japanese and Russian consulates 
are close together on the road nearer the 
river. Away off by themselves up the 
Pei Ho stand the British and French 
buildings in close proximity to each other. 
Tin? 'United States consulate is, or was, 
as the case may he. one of the most im- 
posing and substantial buildings in the 
town. A recent census of Tien Tsin 
shows the foreign population to he about 
1,000 persons, 110 Americans. Thus the 
report from Japanese sources that 1,500 
foreigners at Tien Tsin had been mas- 
sacred would seem to be untrue or gross- 
ly exaggerated in point of numbers. 
Every foreigner within the Tien Tsin 
boundary would have to be killed to 
bring the total up to anywhere near that, 
number.

The severance between the 
Transvaal and the Orange River Colony 
was completed yesterday, as Lord Rob- 
erts said it would be on the arrival of 
Gen. Puller's advance, under Lord Dun- 
donald, at Standertori. 

The wide net around the 0,000 or 
7,000 men under Mr. Steyn will contract, 
and brisk fighting is likely to take place, 
because all resistance south of the Vaal 
is necessary to be swept away to make 
it safe for a line of communication". 
President Kruger's grandson, who sur- 
rendered to Gen. Baden-Powell, is hack 
on his farm working, peacefully. 

Gen. Baden-Powell rode with only 300 
men from Mnfeking, and he made the 
last section of the ride to Pretoria with, 
only 35. Lord Roberts met him on the 
outskirts of the town and escorted him 
to the presidency. 

Gen. Dewet's farm houses have been 
burned to the ground by the British.

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The Powers 

Will Not Agree 



Russian, French and German 
Authorities Hold Very , 
Different Views. 



The^Vatlcan Appeals to Paris 
For Larger Forces to Be 
Sent. 



F.orlin, Juuo 22— Whether the powers 
interested in China will reach an agree- 
ment regarding joint action, it seems to 
he certain, judging from the results of 
ii .ostigations made to-day by the cor- 
1 1> >ion'dent of tlte Associated Press, that 
uj arrangement has been made. A 
series of questions was put successively 
to the German foreign olllce and to the 
ltussiau and French embassies. The 
German foreign olllce said: 

" The powers are just now agreed as 
to three points— on the relief of Tien 
Thin and Pekln, adequate satisfaction 
for the severe injuries European inter- 
ests have sustained, and the establish- 
ment of a guarantee against the repeti- 
tion of such outrages. Beyond this, the 
attitude of the powers will largely de- 
pend upon what has really happened at 
1'ekiui which is still unknown in 
Europe." 

The reply of the Russian ambassador, 
Count Oustensnkeu, was substantially 
the same as that of the German foreign 
office, except on two points. The am- 
bassador said, with much emphasis: 

" The intervention of the pow- 
ers in China under no condi- 
tions means a settlement by war 
of old scores with the Chinese govern- 
ment, and it must not embrace govern- 
mental re-organization, Especially 
must not include a change in the head of 
government, even if the Chinese and in- 
ternational armies conio into collision, 
these conditions must never be lost sight 
of." 

The French ambassador. Marquis de 
Noal, expressed a different view. Whih 
substantially coinciding with the pro 
gramme of tho German foreign olllce, he 
insisted that the removal of the Empress 
Dowager and her clique would be neces 
sarv to secure the permanent results 
which the powers desire. 

The semi-official Berlin Despatch lias 
a special despatch from Rome, asserting 
that the Vatican has applied to the 
French government, urgently entreating 
that larger reinforcements be sent for the 
protection of Christians in China. 

The reply of the Paris cabinet, accord- 
ing to this correspondent is, that the mat- 
ter will be treated in harmony with the 
other powers. 

AN EVIL DEED. 

Railway Brakeman in a Temper Tries to 
Wreck a Passenger Train. 

Montreal, June 22.— William Robinson, 
a brakeman on the New York Central, 
was arraigned in the police court on the 
charge of tampering with the railway 
switch on the Grand Trunk line near St. 
Henri this morning, lie was on board 
n light engine coming from St. Lambert, 
and got into a quarrel with the driver. 
At St. Henri he jumped from the engine, 
and with a key opened one of the 
switches just as the Central Vermont 
train was coming in. Fortunately three 
men saw him and ran quickly to adjust 
the tracks. It was all done in the nick 
of time, for the passenger train swept 
past like lightning. If the switch had 
been left open an awful collision would 
have been the story.

REBUIDING SANDON. 

The New Sandon to Be a Belter Town 
Than That Which Disappeared 
In Ashes. 

II. II. Pitts, mayor of Sandon; M. L. 
Grlmmett, city solicitor, and W. II. Lilly, 
city clerk, who have been attending the 
convention of Masons at Vancouver, are ex- 
pected to arrive here to-day to Interview 
the government with respect to securing 
a measure of relief for their fire-stricken 
city, similar assistance having been given 
to Westminster after Its visitation. 

The rebuilding of Sandon, says the Mayor 
In an Interview given to the Province, 
has already begun, and there Is every Indi- 
cation that the new Sandon will be an 
infinitely better town than that which dis- 
appeared In smoke and ashes. There has 
been some little delay in the Initiation of 
the work of rebuilding through a new sur- 
vey being talked of; It was anally decided, 
however, to retain the old lines, and this 
decision being reached the contractors have 
been told to go ahead. 

One of the foremost property owners, 
Frank Woods of "Last Chance' fame, is 
erecting a thoroughly modern brick block 
of two stories, GO by Ml feet in ground 
urea, and this will enjoy the novel distinc- 
tion of being the first brick structure In 
Sandon new or old. 

There is also prospect of a better town 
in the probability that ' the famous mnln 
street— a typical "wild west" mining camp 
thoroughfare, thirty feet wide, ntraggitng 
at tliR. foot; of the mighty bills between 
which the town Is pinched— will give plnce 
to an eighty-foot thoroughfare, the widen- 
ing being rendered possible by the acquisi- 
tion of the narrow strip of lots adjoining 
the Knslo and .Slocnn tracks. The propo- 
sition Is to leave this side of the street 
clear, and If the project goes through— as 
the authorities hope and expect It will— 
Sandon will enjoy the distinction of being 
perhaps the only town In the world with 
buildings on only one side of- Its mnln busi- 
ness thoroughfare. 

There are prosperous times ahead for 
Sandon said "Mayor Pitts. All the tribu- 
tary mining properties are showing up 
better than ever. All are working, and 
there Is no longer anything heard of dis- 
putes between owners and workers In the 
mines. The resident population of the 
town has passed the thousand mark— to 
speak with dertniteness It was just 1,024 
when the census was taken, just before the

_ London, Juno 22.— A special from 
Shanghai says that it is reported from 
Japanese sources thur 1,500 foreigners 
have been massacred at Tien Tsin. 

In the House of Commons to-day Mr. 
Win. St. John Broderick, the under sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs, said 
the foreign olllce had no news from Pekln 
or Vice-Admiral Seymour. 

He added that news, by runner, on 
June 18, from Tien Tsin, arriving at 
Taku on June 21, announced that several 
attacks had boon made and repulsed. 

Continuing, Mr. Broderick said that on 
June 17 the Chinese shelled the foreign 
settlement and the Chinese military col- 
lege was attacked by :> mixed force of 
150 Russians, British, Germans and 
Italians. They destroyed the glint* and 
burned tho college, which contained 
considerable «toro of ammunition, and 
killed its defenders. 

The Russians, with four heavy field 
guns, did excellent service. The British 
loss was one man killed and live men 
wounded. The Germans had one man 
killed, the Italians had five men wounded 
and the Russians had seven men killed 
and live men wounded. 

During the night of June IT the Chi- 
nese tried to seize the Bridge of Boats, 
but were repulsed with, loss, including, 
it is reported, a Chinese general. 

Rear-Admiral Bruce, at Taku. tele- 
graphed last night that at Tien Tsin, on 
June 20, fighting was proceeding and that 
reinforcements were required. 

Mr. Broderick also said: "Wo have 
further heard from Admiral Bruce, dated 
Taku, last night, and Chee Foo, this 
morning, as follows: 'I am hoping Tien 
Tsin may he relieved to-night. No news 
from the commander in charge. Tlio 
Terrible landed this morning I5S2 officers 
and men of the Fusiliers.' " 

in conclusion, Mr. Broderick announce^ 
that he believed the various other troops 
would arrive in a day or two, if they 
had not already landed. 

Berlin, June" 22.— According to a de 
spa tell from Shanghai received here 
Tien Tsin is being bombarded by Chinese 
regulars, and not by the Boxers. 

Chee Foo. June 22.— It is officially re 
ported that the bombardment of Tien 
Tsin. with large guns, continues inces 
santly. 

The foreign concessions have nil been 
burned, and the American consulate has 
been razed to the ground. 

The Russians are occupying the rail 
road station, but are hard pressed. Tho 
casualties are heavy. 

The railroad is open from Tong Tan 
to Ching Liang Chung, half way to Tien 
Tsin. 

New York, June 22— Rev. Dr. Leon 
ard. secretary of the Methodist Foreign 
Mission Society in this city, received the 
following cable from China to-day: 

"Chee Foo, June 15.— Tien Tsin bom- 
barded. Pekin very serious. Hopkins 
Brown and King saved by gunboat 
(Signed) Brown." 

The three men mentioned are mission 
aries. Dr. Leonard infers from the fact 
that only those who were saved were 
cabled, the remaining 2-1 missionaries in 
Tien Tsin have been murdered by the 
Boxers. Among them are many women, 
including live in the Women's Missionary 
Society and members of the Haynor,, 
Pike, Hopkins and Brown families. 

Brussels, June 22.— The Petit Blue 
states that a telegram received yester 
day by an important Brussels firm from 
China, says that Admiral Seymour's re- 
lieving and the Russian columns entered 
Pekin simultaneously. The legations 
were reported intact, and all the Belgian 
residents are said to be safe. 

Calcutta, June 22.— Fourteen trans 
pc-ts will convey troops from India to 
China. All except six are already in 
port. The Nerbudda and Palmncottn 
will probably sail on Sunday with the 7th 
Bengal Infantry. 

Boston, Mass., June 22.— Some anxiety 
has been experienced by the friends for 
the safety of Rev Francis B. Clark, 
president of the United Society of C. 
10., who, with Mrs. Clark and son, were 
in Tien Tsin and Pekin during tho mas 
sacres by the Boxers. A message re- 
ceived here from Dr. Clark stated that 
tho family had arrived safely at Fusan, 

Shanghai, June 22— The American 
consul at Chee Foo writes that the 
Nashville, from Taku, is bringing 33 
Americans from Pei Tai Ho.

The President of the United States has 
been petitioned to immediately rescind 
the bonding privilege on merchandise 
from foreign ports through the territory 
of Alaska, says tho Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer. The Skagway Chamber of Com- 
merce, petitioner, setH forth that the 
American goods exported into the Brit- 
isli Northwest from that port, during the 
live months ending December 1, 1S90, 
amounted in value to !j>758,96&; less than 
IW per cent, of tho value of all shipments 
over White Tus?. "In two years," says 
the petitioner, "Canada has captured 
over 07 per cent, of- the ?5,000.000 trado 
of tho upper Yukon and this percentage 
is rapidly increasing." 

The petition of the commercial organi- 
zation of . Skagway citizens, a copy of 
which has been submitted to the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce with a view to 
co-operative action, enters exhaustively 
into the circumstances under which the 
bonding privilege was conceded by tho 
United State* anuVgivea cogent reasons 
for its withdrawal? It is 'urged that no 
reasonable necessity ever existed for tho 
issuance of tho privileges, that they have 
worked to the detriment of United 
States interests, that Canada has not re- 
ciprocated in the premises and in such 
neglect to reciprocate has forfeited any 
rights she might have claimed for the ex- 
tension of such courtesies to her. 

In tho summer of ISO", as soon as a 
United States customs officer had been 
stationed at Skagway. application was 
made to him for the privilege of bonding 
goods from that port . to Bennett, B.C. 
Without authority, as the petitioners al- 
lege, the deputy collector of customs al- 
lowed a shipment of lirpior to go through 
in bond. September 14, 1R07. Up to that 
time tho United Suites bad held all the 
trade of the Yukon. Since that time 
it lias been gradually slipping into 
Canadian hands through tho advantage 
gained In the bonding privilege. 

The advantages held hy the Canadians, 
as enumerated by the Skagway Chamber 
of Commerce, are as follows: 

First — Tn the establishment of Cana- 
dian custom houses, backed by n. brave 
show of Mounted Police, where all Amer- 
ican goods not only pay duties on ex- 
cessive valuations, hut nre subject to de- 
lavs often as unreasonable as vexations. 

Second— By the United States treasury 
regulation of February 2, 1S0S. extend- 
ing to Canada the privilege of bonding 
goods at nil the ports of Alaska. 

Third— By tho extension, hy tven.=»ir.v 
department instructions, of the bonding 
privilege on perishable goods, dated Anc- 
ust 10. 1S00. An extension of whWi 
there appears to he no warrant in the 
statutes. 

Fourth— Bv tho further cweesslo/n of 
(lie treasury department on February 20. 
1000. which does arwny with consular 
certificates nild allows duties to be, es- 
timntod insteaiT of computed.. 

While the United States hud controlled 
the whole trade of the Yukon vallev up 
to near the close of 1R07, under these 
liberal concessions 15.000 tons of Can- 
adian merchandise passed through Skag- 
wav in "bond in the year 1S0.S. During 
the' first half of the year ISOfl the value 
of bonded goods passing through thnt 
port was $1,304,719, ami the actual value 
for. the last half of the year, $1,340,340: 
making a total for* 1809 of $2,85l,340y 
which does not include the value of goods 
bonded at Dyea. 

The value of American goods exported 
into Canada from Skagway, from July 
1 to December 1. 1S00, inclusive, was 
$758,088, or less than .1:5 per cent, of the 
value of shipments over White Pass. Tn 
two years Canada lias captured over 07 
per cent, of tho $5,000,000 trade of tho 
upper Yukon, and this percentage is rap- 
idly increasing. 

"In return for this excessive and un- 
justifiable liberality on the part of the 
United States," continues the petition, 
"Canada lias not reciprocated in any way, 
but in all things, from the passage of the 
Atlin alien law to the conduct of her 
customs at this boundary, has thrown 
every possible obstacle in the way of Am- 
erican citizens and American trade. 

"In regard to the bonding privileges, it 
was nine months before Canada made 
any move to put in force reciprocal priv- 
ileges, and then they were hampered 
with many vexatious restrictions. Her 
officers would accept nothing .but a ensh 
bond, and tho right to this was even re- 
fnsed as late ns last winter. Further, 
tl;e American citizen giving the bond had 
to return to Dawson or to Victoria to col- 
lect hifl cash deposit for the. bond. 

"Canada also refuses to allow liquors 
to he bonded under 'any conditions, while 
tho American merchants and vessels not 
only make no profit of the bonding privi- 
lege and the unjust competition if enables 
Canadians to enter into. Our laws en- 
able American goods to lie stored in bond- 
ed warehouties in Canada itnd returned 
free of duty. Canadian goods carried in 
American bonded warehouses have to pay 
duty upon being returned to Canada. 

"In many other respects are tho cus- 
toms regulations of the two countries op- 
posed to any possibility of building up 
an .interior trade at this port, jind.; our 
pitfott'B&f «w..Uo-,(ha ve.ilarge. vested • ijit^ve-sts 
here, have to see the trade of the port 
monopolized by Canadians on account of 
the ill-advised liberality of our own gov- 
ernment."

BRADSTREET'S. 

New York, Juno 22.— Hradstrtet's says: 
"Few new features are reported In Cana- 
dian trade, and orders are reasonably 
small. Crop reports nre not encouraging, 
but It Is yet too early to report on this 
feature, except perhaps to note that wheat 
crops from Manitoba are very poor and not 
more than half a crop Is predicted from 
that province. Toronto reports that June 
dry goods sales as heavier than last year, 
partly because of the growing of much 
May business Into the succeeding month. 
Ontario crops nre promising better than 
those further west. The new 33 1-3 per 
cent, differential tariff Is expected to hold 
British trade. Indications are fair, except 
from_ the Pacific Const. Montreal reports 
collections slow. Halifax reports trade 
quiet, and Victoria reports a lull In Alus- 
knn demand, while Unit from the Interior 
has Improved. Failures for the week 
number 28, against 23 last week, 22 In the 
week a year ago, nnd 10 In 1808. 

DUN'S REPORT. 

New York, June 22.— Reports from the 
Dominion of Canada indicate that while 
the recent Improvement In trade has foctm 
sustained, there was no further gain this 
week nnd midsummer dullness Is noticed at 
many points. Gloomy crop conditions In 
Manitoba naturally affect general business 
unfavorably, but the outlook Is satisfactory 
for grain growers In Ontario. Halifax 
reports conditions unchanged nnd collec- 
tions steady. Wholesale trade Is less ac- 
tive at Montreal, owing to the season, but 
butter and cheese exports nre heavy at ad- 
vanced prices. Toronto reports crop con- 
ditions encouraging, and wholesale trade 
fairly active. Winnipeg reports that con- 
tinued drought has seriously affected crops 
that orders for fall delivery will be light, 
and collections slow. Vancouver reports 
retail trade decreased by the weather and 
collections slow, while nt Victoria Indica- 
tions point to an Improvement In the near 
future for wholesale trade.

Til E AVARS. 

There was not much news from the 
war in South Africa yesterday, but what 
little did conic was very satisfactory 
It appears as if a speedy return to set 
tied conditions and the establishment of 
an orderly government -under our flag 
could now be confidently expected. Ian 
Hamilton will join bauds with Buller to 
day or to-morrow and thus a complete 
chain of British troops will be establish- 
ed between the Boer force in the Orange 
ltivcr Colony and those in the Transvaal 
In -a day or two the railway from Dur- 
ban ought to be opened for through 
trains to Pretoria. Regular communica- 
tion, between Capetown and Pretoria has 
already been established. It cannot b 
very long at the present rate of progress 
'before Lord Roberts is able to announce 
that through trains are again runnin 
from Delagoa Bay to Pretoria. When 
tilts is the case the Boer opposition will 
speedily collapse, for it will be impossi- 
ble for them long to hold out against an 
enemy iu possession of all lines of com 
municatiou. The Lydcnburg district, to 
which it is alleged the Transvaal force 
will retreat, is a very difficult country, 
but there is no liklihood that they will 
remain hemmed in there very Ion 
without making overtures for peaee. The 
Transvaal force must be very greatly re 
dueed. Steyn may give some serious 
trouble yet, for his men seem to be bet 
ter soldiers than the Transvaalers, and 
yet it can only be a question of a short 
time when he will have to give up. He 
has no place to retreat to, for on the east 
is Natal, and the southeast, Basutoland 
•both of which he will be anxious enough 
to avoid. Steyn must realize that his 
cause is honolesa 

In China the conditions are rapidly be 
coming more serious. It will lie observed 
that the Imperial government is prepar 
ing to despatch a large force to the scene 
of action. Orders have been issued at 
Portsmouth to prepare a force for in- 
stant service in China, and troops are bi 
iitg despatched from India. Japan i 
also getting ready with great rapidity, so 
that in the course of a short time, Great 
Britain and Japan will he superior in all 
arms to all the other powers on tht 
Chinese coast. This strength will not be 
employed Cor the purposes of aggrandizi 
meat, but it will lie exceedingly useful to 
keep Russia in check, although, of com- 
this will not be its avowed object. 



A BETTER FEELING. 

The feeling of the whole province is one 
of satisfaction over the fact that .Mr, 
Dunsmuir has completed his cabinet and 
is now actively engnged in carrying on 
the business of the country. While it was 
imperative that Mr. T. R. Mclnnes 
should be removed from his position in 
deference to popular demand and in or- 
der to affirm the principles Of Responsi- 
ble Government, his selection of Mr. 
Dunsmuir as premier on the resignation 
of Mr. Martin is an act that will stand 
to liis credit. Very much trouble might 
have been saved if this act had been per- 
formed at the time of the defeat of the 
Semlin administration. The people of the 
province hungered after settled condi 
lions. They saw the provincial credit 
impaired; they 6AW investors lighting shy 
of our business opportunities; they saw 
the value of tunny of their properties 
greatly depreciating. A few weeks ago 
there seemed to be no immediate relief 
iu sight. All is now changed. A more 
ibouyant and hopeful feeling prevails. 
• There is a sense of security which for 
nearly two years had been altogether 
lacking. We are. confident that this Im- 
proved tone will continue, as Mr. Duns- 
muir becomes better known, and as his 
policy is developed. We are not ad- 
vised as to any specific acts of policy 
which lie will be .prepared to submit for 
the ratification of the house, and would 
suppose that during the session soon to 
be held no attempt will be made to do 
more than pass what legislation seems to 
be most needed for the present roiruiro- 
ments of the province.

JUSTIFIABLE DISSATISFACTION. 

There is undoubtedly a great deal of 
dissatisfaction over the selection of an 
Eastern man for the vacancy at Gov- 
ernment House. We wish to Tefer to 
this matter now, because it is not a ques- 
tion that we would care to discuss after 
Sir Henri Joly arrives here. The peo- 
ple of British Columbia will make him 
reel very welcome and will he glad to 
have so excellent a gentleman as an ad- 
dition to our growing population. The 
objection is not to the man, but to the 
principle, and the latter cannot he justi- 
fied. There are men living in this prov- 
ince and long identified with it, who 
would have filled the gubernatorial ormlr 
with dignity and wisdom. If dissensions 
in the Liberal ranks rendered it injudi- 
cious, from a party point of view, to se- 
lect a supporter of the Laurier ministry, 
there are gentlemen in the Conservative 
party who are in every way available. 
We do not intend to say much upon this 
subject, but desire to make our protest 
against the selection of Eastern men for 
positions in this province as ponitive as 
we can. The Colonist will extend to Sir 
Henri the most cordial -welcome, but at 
the same time it wishes to make the 
point that his selection must not be con- 
strued into a precedent. The people of 
this province are in all respects the 
equals of their fellow-Canadians else- 
where, and, while they are always glad 
to see new-comers, would prefer that thoy 
should not arrive witli federal commis-J 
sions in their pockets. For reasons that 
will bo favorably appreciated, this paper 
feels that after this protest the appoint- 
ment of Sir- Henri ought not to be a mat- 
ter of further discussion in its columns.

AN UNREASONABLE DEMAND. 

The Skagway Chamber of Comnierci 
has petitioned the President of th< 
United Static to abolish the bonding 
privileges at. that port upon Gnnndiai 
goods destined for the Canadian Yukon 
The reason alleged is that the Uuitei 
States is rapidly losing all tin- trade ol 
this part, of Canada. We quote from tin 
petition: 

While the United States had coutrollei 
the whole trade of the Yukon valley up 
to near the close of 181)7, under these 
liberal concessions 15,0110 tons of Cana- 
dian merchandise passed through Skag- 
way in bond in the year 1808. During 
the first half of the year 1899 the value 
of bonded goods passing through that 
port was $1,304,719, and the actual 
value of the last half of the vear $1,840;- 
i'.-10, making a total for IS9S) of ?2,851,- 
340> which docs not include the value of 
goods bonded at Dyea. 

The value of Ameiican goods exported 
into Canada from Skagway from July 1 
lo December 1. 1S99, inclusive, was 
$758,908, or less than :»:! per cent, of the 
value of shipments over White Pass. 
In two years Canada has captured over 
(IT per cent, of the !>5,0()l),0ll() trade of 
the Upper Yukon, and this percentage is 
rapidly increasing. 

The Chamber complains that Canada 
has not met the bonding privilege in i 
spirit: of reciprocity, but is putting re 
slrictions upon United States trade, and 
the British Columbia law excluding 
aliens from our placers is cited as a 
reason for the proposed change. The 
Skagway people are badly informed 
The last-named measure is no longer 
law, and therefore any ground of com 
plaint that may have existed on that 
score has been removed. The statement 
in regard to restrictions on United 
States goods in transit through Canada 
to points iu interior Alaska is also in 
correct. Every facility is given for the 
carriage of such goods in bond, and in 
point of fact the Canadian regulations 
are much simpler than those in force at 
Skagway. There is no just ground for 
complaint of any kind, so far as the 
regulations are concerned. If the Cana- 
dian ollicials cause unnecessary trouble, 
as is alleged, that is an evil that will be 
set right very promptly on representa- 
tions being made. The people of Skag- 
way will find the press of Victoria ready 
to do their share to remove any cause 
of friction that may exist ley reason of 
the conduct of officials. 

The policy which the Skagway people 
wish to see followed, is of the kind that 
killed the goose that laid the golden egg. 
The only excuse for the existence of 
Skagway is that it is the entrepot of 
the Yukon Valley. The White Pass & 
Yukon railway made it what it is, aud 
its future depends upon the business 
which that railway will do on its line to 
Bennett. If tin' company should act 
upon its chartered rights and build south- 
ward so as to connect with a line from 
a port in British Columbia, and the 
bonding of goods via Skagway were 
stopped, that town would be deserted in 
about six weeks. If the/ Skagway 
people wish to have their town remain 
worth living in they will seek to assist, 
not to binder, the development of trade 
between two parts of Canada, which now 
does, and may permanently find its way 
over its wharves. We do not for a 
moment imagine that the President of 
the United States will seriously enter- 
tain the petition. He knows, if the 
Skagway people do not, that it is per- 
fectly natural for Canadians to control 
the trade of their own territory. Only 
a few people imagine that, because by a 
lot. of energy and a great deal of mis- 
representation, the trade of the Yukon 
was at the beginning in the hands of 
United States merchants, it must neces- 
sarily remain so. All others will regard 
what is taking place, as shown in the 
above extract from the Skagway peti- 



. REPUBLICAN rLATFORM. 

The Republican National Convention 
of the United States has promulgated its 
platform, which is of interest to the 
people of Canada, especially as that 
party is likely to remain in power for at 
least another four years. The first plank 
declares that a protective tariff and tho 
gold standard are both necessary for the 
prosperity of the United States. An ex- 
press declaration is made against, the 
free coinage of silver, except with " the 
support of the leading commercial coun- 
tries of the world." There is n general 
statement condemning trusts which tend 
to create monopolies, tlte immigration of 
cheap labor, and the employment of con- 
vict labor; a demand is also made for 
the raising of the age limit of child 
labor. Hope is expressed that a policy 
will be adopted that will restore the com- 
mercial marine of the country lo its 
former place. The principle of the pen- 
sion system is re-atllrmed, and there is a 
demand for further Improvements in the 
civil service. Equality of franchise ir- 
respective of color is urged, aud the de- 
vices of certain states to prevent this is 
strongly deprecated. Better highways 
are recommended, and the several states 
are urged to adopt a policy that will 
secure them. .V policy of irrigation of 
the arid lands belonging' to the general 
government is recommended. New Mex- 
ico, Arizona and Oklahoma are put for- 
ward for Statehood. Tho convention is 
of tho opinion that the time has come for 
a reduction of *' war taxes." The follow- 
ing plank is worth quoting entire: 

We favor the construction, ownership, 
control and protection of tin isthmian 
canal by the government of the United 
States. New markets are necessary for 
the increasing supplies of our farm pro- 
ducts, Every effort should be made to 
open and obtain new markets, especially 
in the Orient, and the administration is 
warmly commended ior its successful 
effort to commit all trading and coloniz- 
ing nations to the policy of the open door 
in China. 

The re-organization of the consular 
system and the establishment, of a de- 
pnrtmont of commerce are mentioned as 
necessary acts of policy. The following 
planks are of general interest: 

President McKinley lias conducted the 
foreign affairs of the United States with 
distinguished credit to the American 
people. In releasing us from the vexa- 
tious European alliance for the govern- 
ment of Samoa his course is especially 
to be commended. By securing to our 
undivided control the most important 
island of the Sutnouii group, ami the 
best harbor iu the Southern Pacific, 
every American interest lias been safe- 
guarded. 

We approve the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands to the United States. 
We commend the 'pan taken by our gov- 
ernment iu the peace conference at The 
Hague. We assert our steadfast ad- 
herence to the policy announced in the 
Monroe doctrine. The provisions of The 
Hague conference were wisely regarded 
when President McKinley tendered his 
friendly offices in the interest of peace 
between Great Britain ami the South 
African republics. While the American 
government must continue the policy 
prescribed by Washington, nlllrined by 
every succeeding president and imposed 
upon us by The Hague treaty of non 
intervention in European controversies, 
the American people earnestly hope I hat 
a way may soon he found, honorable 
alike to both contending parties, to ter- 
minate tile strife between them. 

In accepting, by tae treaty of Paris, 
tin? responsibility of our victories in tin 
Spanish war, the President. It lid the 
Senate won the undoubted approval of 
the American people. No other course 
was possible than to destroy Spain's 
sovereignty throughout the West Indies 
and in the Philippine Islands. That 
course covered our responsibility before 
the world, Had with the unorganized 
population whom our intervention had 
freed from Spain, to provide for the 
maintenance of law and order and for 
the establishment of good government 
and for the performance of international 
obligations. Our authority could not be 
less than our responsibility, and when- 
ever sovereign rights were tendered it 
became the high duty of the government 
to maintain its authority, to put down 
armed insurrection, and to confer the 
blessings of liberty and civilization on 
all the rescued peoples. The largest 
measure of self-government consistent 
with their welfare and our duties shall 
be secured to them by law. To Cuba 
independence and self-government were 
assured in the same voice by which war 
was declared, and to the letter this 
pledge shall be performed. 

To some people the reference to the 
South African war will appear to be 
wholly needless, as it is quite meaning- 
less. It is a somewhat striking com- 
mentary upon the institutions of the 
United States that the matter should 
have been mentioned at all; but we all 
know that the exigencies of politics pro- 
duce some odd effects. On the whole the 
platform is moderate in substance, 
thou-.-'' ::i places highly bombastic in lan- 
gua;.i ; but tile latter sort of thing seem 
to 1. - looked for. Our neighbors like their 
polities highly spiced, and they never for- 
get the lessons in declamation taught in 
the public schools. If the Republican 
party is aide to carry out its promises 
the United States ought to enjoy prosper- 
ity at home and the respect of foreign 
nations, 
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down to 2,700 per annum, if the law is 
strictly enforced, and it would probably 
fall much below the maximum.

The most important development in the 
political situation yesterday was the re- 
ceipt of a telegram by Premier Dunsmuir 
from Sir Wilfrid Laurier, apprising the 
former that Sir Henri Joly de Lotbiniere 
had been appointed lieutenant-governor 
in place of T. It. Melnnes, dismissed, 
and that until His Honor could arrive 
from the East, Chief Justice McColl will 
act as administrator. Sir Henri Joly 
will leave Ottawa for Victoria on Mon- 
day next. 

The writs for the bye-elections, except 
those already set for July 3, in the ease 
of Hon. D. M. Eberts and lion. J. II. 
Turner, were issued yesterday, and will 
be signed as soon as Chief Justice Mc- 
Coll, the new administrator, arrives from 
the Mainland. 

At a meeting of tho executive council 
yesterday it was determined to prorogue 
the house until July 10, instead of July 
3, the date originally set for the opening 
of the session. 

B. E. Gosnell was yesterday appointed 
private secretary to Premier Dunsmulr, 
and will enter upon his duties at once. 
Mr. Gosnell was provincial librarian and 
private secretary to Hon. Mr. Turner up 
to the advent of the Semlin-Martln gov- 
ernment. 

An Ottawa despatch states that M. B. 
Dernier. M. P. for St. Hyacinthe, was 
yesterday sworn in as minister of inland 
revenue, in succession to Sir Henri Joly. 
Among local politicians yesterday gen- 
eral regret was expressed that the posi- 
tion had not been given to a British 
Columbian, the continued ignoring of the 
claims of this province to cabinet repre- 
sentation by the federal authorities caus- 
ing general dissatisfaction. 

Mr. George Snngster, who contested 
unsuccess fully the seat in South Victoria 
against Hon. 1). M. Eberts at the gen- 
eral elections, yesterday intimated to his 
friends that he would oppose Mr. Eberts 
at the bye-election. The general im- 
pression among the politicians is that 
Mr. Snngster will have little or no chance 
of success should he decide to run. 

It. S. Sargent, of Hazelton, who is a 
guest at the Dominion, tells why the ten 
or more voters nt Hazelton, in the dis- 
trict of Cassiar, did not get a chance to 
exercise their franchise in the recent elec- 
tion. There was not sufficient time from 
the date of the nominations until the day 
set for election to allow of the ballots 
being received at Hazelton unless special 
transportation had been provided, nt no 
small cost to the province. The ballots, 
which did not roach their destination in 
time, he savs. were brought from Ben- 
nett to Skngway, and thence to Port 
Simpson on the steamer Princess Louise. 
They reached Simpson on June 2 and 
were given in charge of Mr. Flewin, the 
government agent. He chartered Mr. 
Budge's launch and took them across to 
the mouth of the river, giving them into 
the charge of R. Lord, who was to see 
to their transportation up the river on 
Sunday, the 3rd.

The Alpha 



United States Authorities Talk 
of Seizing the British 
Columbia Steamer. 



Imberhorne Wins In the Ocean 
Sailing Race— The Tar- 
tar Due. 



Steamer Alpha is to go North ngain 
despite the threats being made on the 
other side of the line that she will be 
seized for having landed her cargo at 
Nome instead of at St. Michael, for 
which port she cleared, but could not 
reach. Her pilot and several officers, 
resident in this city, have been ordered 
to join die vessel without delay, to pre- 
pare for another voyage to the Arctic, 
whether to Cape Nome or St. Michael 
is not stated. That she earned 
110 Bmall amount of money for 
her owners on her recent trip to 
Cape Nome is a well known fact, and, 
it is said, her owners hope in going 
North again to clear enough from the 
voyage to more than recoup themselves 
from any Ions that might occur through 
seizure and the consequent lining of the 
vessel. 

That she flies in the face of seizure 
seems to he the opinion of a great many, 
in fact, an Associated Press despatch 
from Washington, under yesterday's 
date, says: "Assistant Secretary Spald- 
ing, in speaking to-day of the report that 
the British steamer Alpha had landed 
freight and passengers at Capo Nome on 
May 25 in -violation of the law and had 
escaped capture by the United State* 
steamer Albatross, said he had tele- 
graphed for a report of the doings of the 
Alpha, and if it developed that she had 
landed a cargo and passengers at Nome 
as reported, she would he seized at-once 
on her re-appearance in American wat- 
ers." 

Collector of Customs A. it. Milne is 
among those who are of the opinion that 
seizure awaits the Alpha if she goes 
North again. He says he has warned 
those managing the ship of the dangerous 
prececdnre of landing freight and passen- 
gers at a port other than a port of en- 
try. 

In view of these facts, It seems that the 
Alpha may, perhaps, meet with seizure, 
but. perhaps, Capt Bnckholtz thinks to 
olmie the revenue cutters — it will not be 
the first time, for he was on one of the 
sealing schooners in the days when they 
had to dodge the cutters, and there is an 
incident in sealing history which tells of 
how' he ran away with a prize crew 
which had been placed on board his ves- 
sel by a cutter which seized the schooner. 

However, it may be that the threats of 
seizure are like the stories of seizure 
which were heard when she sailed on 
her last trip— "things which are not to- 
occur— for, according • to the United 
States oilleers at Cape Nome, there were l 
extenuating circumstances in favor of 
the Alpha. The United States marshal 
at Cape Nome, J. H. Leo. in report on 
the Alpha's arrival at Cape Nome to 
the tecretary of the United States treas- 
ury, Bays: "When the Alpha arrived ^ 



here she was short of water and food 
supply, and she entered this point and 
unloaded her freight and passengers. Mr. 
Barger, a part owner of the vessel, was 
on hoard, and both he and Capt. Buck- 
holtz, the muster of the vessel, tendered 
to me as Uuited States deputy marshal 
of the district, the duty upon all of the 
goods described in the manifest hereto 
attached and marked exhibit "A." 

"I declined to receive this duty for the 
reason that I was advised by my attor- 
ney that I had no authority to act in 
the matter. I had one of my deputies 
check off all the goods and freight and 
baggage unloaded by the steamer Alpha 
at this point, and 1 hereby certify that 
the steamer Alpha unloaded at this point 
all its freight and baggage according to 
the manifest hereto attached, with the 
exception of one case of chickens, which 
was cast into the sea on account of be- 
ing spoiled, and ship's supplies. 

"Mr. Barher and the master showed 
the utmost good faith in tendering the 
amount of duty both to myself and the 
United States commissioner, but we were 
of the opinion that we had no authority 
to receive duty. Upon examination of 
the manifest we found that most of the 
freight was American goods, shipped 
from Seattle by American citizens. 

"Prior to the arrival of this steamer 
the food supply here was extremely lim- 
ited and prices were bo exorbitant that 
the- people here suffered. Under all the 
circumstances I would earnestly recom- 
mend that your department extend such 
leniency as you deem compatible with 
your duties under the law. Respectfully

Barber, "for the men were really in a 
pitiable condition, and we did not begin 
to have enough supplies to feed them un- 
til we could have returned to the States. 
The marshal saw it in that light, and it 
was almost his duty to humanity to allow 
us to land. 

"Why," he continued, "for the few 
days preceding our arrival at Nome ho 
rebellous did some of the more unruly 
ones become at the salt meat they were 
compelled to eat, and the small water 
supply that of necessity we had to givo 
them, that Hiurmurs were heard on all 
sides of things -dire and dreadful that 
would happen 'lid we fail to make a landi 
injr. We offered to pay duty, and did 
everything in our power to make the deal 
right. We offered the officials every priv- 
ilege aboard ship, and they went at will 
among the passengers and from them, not 
from ub, learned the true condition of 
affaiffi."

Now, the Wnnderer is an American ves- 
sel, and therefore not entitled under the 
law to tow a vessel between two British 
points, so to get around this fact, she 
cleared for the sen from Union, and 
when the Jabez Howes was in the Bonds 
for two days, shr kept her hawser fast to 
her all the time. For the first night, in 
fact, she kept circling around the Koads 
with the vessel.

BOSCOWITZ RETURNS. 

Brings Salmon and Dog Fish Oil- 
Botanists Landed on Queen 
Charlotte Islands. 

Steamer Boscowitz, has arrived hack 
from the North. She tied up at Sprutt's 
wharf yesterday afternoon and landed 
the passengers 'who had kept with the 
steamer instead of coming down by train 
from Nanaimo. Three hundred cases of 
this year's salmon were brought down 
from Peter Herman's cannery, on the 
Skeenn, consigned to Simon Leiser. The 
down passengers included several pros- 
pectors who have been working ou Grlb- 
bell Islnnd; Mr. Mat.herson, who has 
been looking over the cannery sites on 
the Skeenn, and a large number of In- 
dians who were brought down to the 
Eraser to fish. A large number were 
also brought down from more northern 
points to Rivers Inlet 

According to officers of the Boscowitz, 
the wet, cold weather experienced of late 
has retarded the run on the northern in- 
lets, but the Indians are prophesying a 
good run. At the Queen Charlotte 
Islands a big take of dog-fish was made 
at the new oil works In charge of Capt. 
Oliver nt Skidegate, but a. small catch 
was taken at Clew. , The expectations, 
are that a big take will he made there 
later. From the Skidegate oil wprks 
the steamer brought down 70 drums — 
0,000 gallons— of dog-fish oil. 

Among the passengers over to the 
Queen Charlotte Islands were two 
scientists, one of the snvants being from 
the Smithsonian Institute and the other 
from Stanford. They are botanist* and 
are touring the northern British Colum- 
bia, islands, collecting flora and faunn. 
They were landed at Clew : and will 
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climb the mountain near there, guided 
by some Indiaas, and make their way 
across country to Skidegate. After mak- 
ing a collection of the Queen Charlotte 
Island (lowers, plants and animals, they 
are to go to Prince of Wales Island. 
Wilfred Osgood is one of the two botan- 
ists. The name of the other was not 
ascertained. 

The Boscowitz leaves again for the 
North this evening, carrying a large 
amount of cannery freight and a big 
crowd of white and yellow cannery eui- 
pioyecs.

The C. P. R. Liner Expected to Arrive 
at William Head To-Day From 
the Orient 

Steamer Tartar is now due from the 
Orient.

SHE BEAT THE BRUSSELS. 

Imberhorne the First of the Racing 
Windjammers to Arrive Here. 

The breeze of Thursday did bring in 
some of the racing windjammers, for 
yesterday two arrived. One of these 
was the British ship Imberhorne, Capt. 
Lever, 142 days from Liverpool, with 
general cargo for this port, Vancouver 
and Tneoma. The Imberhorne was 
racing with the bark Brussels, according, 
to report, and has beaten that vessel by- 
two days at least— for she left two days 
later than the smaller vessel— and how 
much more has yet to be determined, for 
the Brussels has yet to be reported. It 
is not expected, though, that it will be 
long before she shows up. The Brussels 
is also bringing general cargo. She is 
consigned to R. P. Rithet, while the 
agents of the Imberhorne are Robert 
Ward & <?o. 

The trip of the. Imberhorne was un- 
eventful from the time she moved out of 
the Mersey until she sailed under a 
cloud of canvas right into Esquimau, 
where 470 tons of her cargo is to be 
landed before she tows around to the 
outer wharf. This consists of naval 
stores consigned to the nnTal storekeeper. 
For Victoria and Vancouver she has n. 
laige amount of tin-plate, material for 
the canneries, assorted liquors and other 
wet goods, and general supplies for the 
wholesalers. The consignments for Ta- 
roma are small. In all the Imberhorne 
brings about 3,300 tons of cargo. She is 
owned in the Isle of Mnn, and is the 
second vessel from Hall Caine's island to 
arrive here, the other vessel being the 
Manx King. Capt. Lever, who is in 
command of the Imberhorne, is accom- 
panied by his wife and family. 

On her wav up the Pacific the Imber- 
hcrno spoke the Glennlvon. one of the 
vessels of the Chemainus lumber fleet, 
which is carrying lumber to the United 
Kingdom. The Glenalvon reported al 
well on May 2(5. The Imberhorne will 
come around to the outer wharf to dis- 
charge her cargo for here, on Monday. 



THE SEALING FLEET. 

All the Schooners Will Soon Have 
Spread Their White Wings — A 
Number Sailed Yesterday. 

There now remain but three of the 
sealing fleet to go to Bchring sea tins 
season, and after to-day all will probably 
have departed. All day yesterday the 
tugs Cleve and Sadie were engaged in 
taking the schooners to the Race.

Among the many attractions that Holland 
offers to tourists In the springtime of the 
bulb-farms lake a conspicuous place, 
lost casual visitor, travelling In the 
train between J.eydeu and Haarlem at. this 
season, (must find his attention arrested 
by tlie splendor of coloring that greets 
him on either side. From early April, 
when the hyacinths bloom, down to late 
June, when the Spanish Irises are at their 
best, the fields hold carnival, and to that 
carnival all bulbous plants send their 
choicest flowers, Snowdrops open the ball 
and crocus-en follow, before the elite begin 
to arrive; hyacinths, narcissi, nnd tulips 
succeed; ranunculi, anemones and peonie* 
come, next; the stately Spanish Iris "bring- 
ing ''np the rear. Tho trnln traveller seen 
rio more than the kaleidoscopic coloring; 
the man with leisure ';«!; piionrt days among 
(lib' farms, flnd!::;' a 'nillot vroI'-'nrmO every- 
where, for the Dutch are proud of th'eh* 
achievements and anxious that all who are 
Interested should boo them. If the time 
when rare bulbs fetched a king's ransom 
lias passed, the achievements of tho grow- 
ers have brought the flowers to the zenith 
of their perfection, ' and men at the head 
of big firms complain that they have no 
fresh fields left to conquer. Time, money 
and care are all expended lavishly; the 
vLsitor who goes" ea'rofnffy from one group 
to another Is lost* hi amazement nt the- end- 
less varieties In' form' aild hue, while If 
his color-sense be fully developed he has a 
Bense or Joy that few sights afford. The 
air has a scent' whose sweotilesa may only 
he compared with that of the orhngo- srbrea 
of Seville or Jaffa. . . . 



It must' be remembered that the; flower- 
time Is of little practical lmpoftahee to 
the bulb-grower. Ife wants bulbs, not 
not' flowers, and I regret to say that' tons 
of 'exquisite blooms are destroyed every 
rea'r. For trade reasons the flowers are 
not sold; for the sake of the bulbs they 
must be cut when they approach the zenith 
of their bloom, therefore they are wan- 
tonly destroyed, and this proceeding is an 
enduring blot upon bulb-culture. Presum- 
ably they are not available for scent, and 
It Is obvious that they cannot be sent very 
far if they are to arrive in good condition 
nt their destination. So they are cut and 
thrown away, taken away In the barges to 
destruction, to waste the beauty of their 
color and shape, and fragrance. There Is 
something very wrong here, something that 
the bulb-farin>rs should endeavor to remedy 
If only hy the creation of a market In their 
own country or In Belgium. Think of the 
slums of great cities, of the convalescent 
wards in big hospitals— remember what the 
flowers would mean there. 

One of the most curious details In the 
work of the bulb-farmer is observed In the 
late summer time, when the hyacinths are 
prepar.d for purposes of propogatlon. In 
old days a bulb was taken, slashed across 
transversely, and set In the ground; by 
the following season It had thrown off a 
number of young bulbs. An accident 
taught bulb-farmers a better method. One 
of their number found In some bulbs that 
the mice had been feeding upon an extra- 
ordinary number of baby bulbs, he examin- 
ed them carefully, and found that where 
the mice had eaten the bottom of tho bulb, 
It reproduced Itself thirty and forty fold. 
This discovery gave rise to quite a new 
method of procedure. To-day the head 
man takes the bulb, cuts away the bottom 
from the centre, and stands the bulb in 
the sun for some time; then he plants It 
out, and every section of the bulb raises 
little ones and nourishes them with Its 
life until, In tho next season, the parent 
bulb has disappeared entirely, and between 
thirty and forty tiny little bulbs are left 
in Its plaee. These are taken and planted 
out year by year, and In any time between 
live and seven years they reach their ma- 
turity. Tulips and most other plants of 
the same family propogato their species 
without any artificial assistance. 

When plants have been taken up they 
are never returned to the same soil; they 
pass from a light to a heavy one, and vice 
versa; a rule- of crop rotation prevails 
throughout the bulb-farms, though It is not 
so methodical nor so carefully carried out 
as it Is on English grain farms. The soil 
Is carefully manured nt set seasons of the 
year, and the nature of the manure depends 
largely upon the crop to be raised. Tho 
land does not need much cleaning, and when 
It does, the method Is simple; the gnrden- 
ers dig to the depth of about one foot, 
and turn the soil thoroughly; the wnter 
lying beneath soaks through what was the 
top soil and gradually cleanses It. The 
local water council adjusts the water level, 
on all lauds, and the owners pay a tax upon 
their acreage for benefits conferred, a tax 
very readily recoverable la the Dutch courts

Mr. Justice Drake yesterday gave Judg- 
ment in Beglna vs. Holland, agent for the 
Equity Fire Insurance Co., at Vancouver, 
-coutlrmlng the conviction by Magistrate 
Russell, of Vancouver. The Judgment fol- 
lows: 

This Is a special case, and the only point 
argued was that the provisions of Cap. 12-1 
Revised Statutes oi Canada, and amcndlu 
acts, as far as relates to the necessity of 
taking , out a license to carry on a Fire 
Insurance business outside of the province 
of Ontario, where the Equity Fire Insur- 
ance Company was Incorporated, are ultra 
vires the Dominion parliament. 

The attorney-general for the Dominion 
has been notified In pursuance of sec. 100, 
of Cap. 50 of the Revised Statutes of Bri- 
tish "Columbia, but does not appear. 

Tlie Insurance Act does not apply to any 
company carrying on business exclusively 
with the province by the legislature of 
which It, was Incorporated, but it assumes 
to apply to all companies doing business 
elsewhere in Canada, except as in section 
li, mentioned. 

The company In question attempted to do 
business In the province of British Co- 
lumbia without complying with the eon- 
dltlons of the Insurance Act, as to deposit 
of security and license, 

The question here raised has never been 
directly adjudicated upon, although the 
act has been in force In principle since 
confederation. 

Mr. Hunter for the appellant contends 
that the right to carry on an insurance 
business falls within the power reserved 
to the provincial legislature by the B, N. A 
Act, and comes under the heading of pro- 
perty and civil rights. Sections 01 and 02 
of this act must be read together In order 
to ascertain the respective powers of the 
different legislatures. In subsection 20 of 
section 01, the Dominion legislature has 
no control over the classes of subjects 
assigned exclusively to the provinces. By 
sub-section 11 of section 1)2, the incorpora- 
tion of companies with the provincial ob- 
jects Is one of the subjects assigned to 
the provincial legislatures. Tills would In- 
dicate that the Incorporation of companies 
with powers greater than merely provin- 
cial objects do not belong to the provincial 
legislatures, but in order to avoid any 
question on this bead, section 01 says the 
Dominion parliament may make laws In 
relation to all matters not coming within 
the class of subjects by this act assigned 
exclusively to the legislatures of the pro- 
vince; and as the formation of companies 
with extra provincial powers is not given 
to the provincial legislatures, this power 
must be held as falling within the above 
general words. But the appellant contends 
that a fire Insurance company Is n trading 
company, and falls within the term-, pro- 
perty and civil rights. This term In Its 
largest sense would undoubtedly Include 
the Incorporation of insurance and other 
companies within the province, In fact, 
there is hardly any legislation Mint would 
not In a sense affect property and civil 
rights. The regulation of trade and com- 
merce, navigation and shipping, weights 
and measures, and a variety of other sub 
Jects expressly reserved to the Dominion 
parliament nil alTect property and civil 
rights: Tlie term, therefore, must lie n 
strlcted to such property and civil rights 
as are not subject to Dominion legisla- 
tion, and which are purely local. 

The contention Is, that admitting the Do 
minion bus power to Incorporate compa- 
nies to do business all over the Dominion 
the power to do that business Is vested In 
the provinces. I think It clear that the 
provinces have (he power to Impose con 
dltlons upon companies doing buslnesi 
within their territorial limits, but thli 
power does not restrict the paramount 
authority of the Dominion to Impose their 
own conditions on companies who wish to 
carry on business over other parts of the 
Dominion than the particular province 
which grunted them their charter. 

In the exhaustive judgment of the Privy 
Council In Citizens Insurance Company vs. 
Parsons, 1, Cartwrlght, 2(15, these section! 
01 and 02 are discussed; nnd It Is then 
pointed out that no rule can be laid down 
to dellne the actual limits of tlie various 
powers given to the Dominion and provin- 
ces respectively. The powers ovcr-Inp, and 
In some Instances the provinces can legis- 
late until the subject matter Is dealt with 
as a whole by the Dominion. When this 
takes place, provlnclnl legislation has 
give' way to Dominion. One Instance cited 
Is bankruptcy and Insolvency, which Is ex 
pressly reserved to the Dominion, but until 
this subject Is dealt with by that legls 
Iaturo, the provinces can and have legis- 
lated on matters nearly connected with In- 
solvency, such is assignments for benefit 
of creditors, nnd fraudulent preferences. 
The Judgment deals with Hie regulations 
of trade anil commerce, but carefully re 
fraln's from any definition of the powers 
of tlie Dominion parliament In this direc- 
tion, and points out that this power docs 
not comprehend the power to regulate by 
legislation the contracts of a particular 
business or trade, such as lire Insurance In 
a single province, nnd therefore docs, not 
co-.i (lli-t <ir compete with tlie provincial 
power over property and civil rights as- 
signed by No. 13, of section 02 to the pro 
vlnces. 

The Judgment then discusses the Insur- 
ance Act, and lt nowhere suggests that 
this act was beyond the competence of the 
Dominion parliament. It points out Hint, 
assuming tlie act to be within the com- 
petence of the Dominion as a general law 
applicable to foreign and domestic corpor- 
ations, It In no way Interferes with the 
provlnclnl powers to regulate tlie contracts 
which corporations may enter Into in the 
provinces. Although the "Privy Council do 
not absolutely lay down the proposition 
that the Insurance Act Is a valid exercise 
of the powers of the Dominion parliament, 
because that point was not before them 
for decision, yet I think there Is a strong 
Indication that when n general act affecting 
the whole Dominion Is. passed which affects 
trade and commerce nnd Insurance, Is un- 
doubtedly of such., a character that such 
an act would not be held Invalid because 
it. In some slight degree, affects corpora- 
tions which have been Incorporated by pro- 
vincial legislatures, but only when such 
companies attempt to exercise tlielr powers 
beyond the limits of the province Incor- 
porating them. And this brings me to 
further argument raised by Mr. Hunter, 
that by the comity of nations foreign com- 
panies are not precluded from carrying on 
their business wherever they please; but a 
foreign company Is bound to lex loci, nnd 



not prohibited by Its charter, It Is always 
subject to the restrictions and laws en- 
forced in the country where It establishes 
Itself. But although the company In ques- 
tion may be entitled to do business in this 
province, that right is subject to compli- 
ance with tlie conditions imposed by tlie 
Dominion In such a case. In the case of 
the Attorney-General for Ontario vs. At- 
torney-General for the Dominion, A. C, 
180(1), .'IIS, the subject of the conflict of 
powers which might arise under sections 01 
and 02 was greatly discussed, nnd it was 
laid down that the Dominion had no au- 
thority to encroach upon any cbiss of sub- 
jects exclusively assigned to the provinces; 
and It was pointed out tbnt If It were once 
conceded that the parliament of Canada 
had authority to make laws applicable to 
the whole Dominion in relation to matters 
which In each province were substantially 
of local or private interest upon the as- 
sumption that these matters also concerned 
the peace, order and good government of 
the Dominion, there was hardly a subject 
in section 02 on which they might not 
legislate to the exclusion of provincial 
legislatures. I do not think that the act 
now in question can be said to Infringe on 
matters exclusively assigned to the pro- 
vinces, or that it Infringes on Hie pro- 
vincial powers to Incorporate < ipnnles 

with provincial olijects. In my opinion, the 
objected to Is within the power of tlie Do- 
minion parliament, and tlie conviction was 
right.

PB0G1IESS IN JAPAN. 

A Wonderful Difference Since Forty 
Years Ago. 

Forty years ago Japan was the hermit 
kingdom — completely closed to western 
trade, ideas and civilization. What Ja- 
pan is now is thus stated by a special 
correspondent of New York l'ost: "At 
several places I have had tlie privilege 
of meeting the leading educators', officials 
and philanthropists of the Japanese Em- 
pire, and am deeply impressed witli the 
strength and deptli of the movement 
which is lifting Japan to the level of 
Western civilization. The civilization 
which they have borrowed from the West 
is not a veneer, as many have represent- 
ed. The Japanese are building warships 
and fortifying their harbors after the 
most approved style, and are seeing to 
tlie organization atid equipment of their 
army ami navy (as their late war with 
China demonstrated) with all the thor- 
oughness of Germany, and they are do- 
ing this with little aid from foreign en- 
gineers. The few foreign consulting en- 
gineers complain that they are consulted 
so little that life is a burden. In the in- 
terior extensive works fire planned and 
executed everywhere by native engineers 
to protect the fields from the devastating 
Hoods which descend with terrific force 
from the mountain slopes. Some of their 
mistakes have been serious, but they 
prefer to trust to their own ability, anil 
experience proves a good teacher. One 
is everywhere impressed with the vast 
amount of labor and engineering skill 
that was bestowed in former times upon 
fortifications and irrigating enterprise. 
The more than one hundred fortresses 
surrounding as many castles where the 
leading Daimios, lived, represent an enor- 
mous amount of labor and an equal 
amount of skill in adaptation to the de- 
fensive warfare of the time. In the ag- 
gregate tlie walls and moats exceed in 
amount that of flic Chinese wall. All 
their national energy is now turned to- 
wards tlie accomplishment of more be- 
neficent purposes. In the olden times 
the family life was so strong that there 
were no orphans. Some relative was 
found to adopt each waif. But now this 
product of Western civilization is appear- 
ing iu increasing numbers. An orphan 
asylum, under Japanese management, 
with all the natural paraphernalia of 
such an institution, was an interesting 
object of inspection in Okayama. There 
were here nearly two hundred children, 
under the best of discipline, receiving in- 
struction in industrial as well as intel- 
lectual branches. They are also follow- 
ing our examples in the establishment of 
reform schools for juvenile criminals, and 
in all other prison reforms. I found in 
Tokio two Japanese who have devoted 
all their energies to the work of caring 
for ex-convicts. In this they received 
the generous support of many noble Jap 
anese families. More than" eight hun- 
dred prisoners have been helped to inde- 
pendent means of employment, and near- 
ly all had become respected members of 
society."

From Nanaimo Free Press. 

During the recent exciting provincial 
election, which resulted in the "snowing 
under" of Joseph Martin, Mr. J. S. 
Yates, son of Mr. James Yates, :i mem- 
ber of the first legislature of British Col- 
umbia, was the Martinite candidate to 
contest the city of Nanaimo against 
Ralph Smith. 

At one of the political meetings, Mr. 
C. II. Barker made the statement "that 
it was the first time iu the history of 
Nanaimo that a man from the outside 
had come to run iu this city, but no one 
in this city woulu do so." 

This statement, reported in the Free 
Press, was read by Rev. O, Bryant, now 
of Mount Tolmie, Victoria, but one of 
the early pioneers of Nanaimo, and he 
has kindly forwarded tlie following ac- 
count of the first election in Nanaimo, 
which took place in Nanaimo in 1859, in 
which an outsider was the candidate. 
Since that time, however, Nanaimo has 
several time been represented by outsid- 
ers, the must recent being the late 1). B. 
Ring in 1870, late Arthur Bunster in 
1871, late Hon. John Robson iu 1S75. 

The members of the first legislature of 
Vancouver Island — 1S55 to 1850— were: 
James Yates, J. \V. McKay, Dr. J. S. 
LTelmcken (speaker;, J". D. Pemborton, 
T. .1. Skinner, John Muir, J. E. Ken- 
nedy, E. E. Longford. Qualification — 
£20 freeholders, or £;5()0 property holders. 

Session of l,S"ii)-tiO— Jas. Kennedy (de- 
ceased), and then J. G. Barnston repre- 
sented Nanaimo, and in 1800-03, A. lt. 
Green (resigned October, 1801), then D. 
B. Ring, while from 1803-60 A. Bailey 
(first and second session), Tims. Cun- 
ningham (third session). 

Following are the extracts from the 
Colonist of 1S5!), giving the account of 
Namiimo's first and peculiar election: 

THE ELECTION AT NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, May 21st, 1850. 
Editor British Colonist: — As it may be 
interesting to some of your readers to 
know how the people's representative in 
the House of Assembly, from Nanaimo, 
is elected, I send you a full account of 
the election which has just taken place — ■ 
of course, as it is well known that the 
inhabitants of Nanaimo are a peculiar 
people, it cannot he surprising that we 
have a peculiar method of doing our 
business— nor can it be considered 
strange that this peculiarity should ex- 
tend to the election of our representative 
in the House of Assembly. 'Tie true our 
mode js "layther novel," still, perhaps, 
none the worse for that; one thing is 
certain, it has one advantage over the 
system adopted by your people in Vic- 
toria'. Viz., it is done very quietly, and 
causes very little trouble. The follow- 
ing notices are given verbatim: 

The following "notice" posted on the 
door of the Rastioa gave us warning of 
the coming election:— 

NOTICE. 

"I, Alfred R. Benson, Returning Offi- 
cer for the District of Nanaimo, by vir- 
tue of a writ issued under the Colonial 
Seal by James Douglas, Esq., Governor 
of Vancouver's Island, &c„ do propose 
bidding a meeting of the voter and in- 
habitants of Nanaimo, on Saturday next, 
the 2tst. day of May, 1850, in front of 
the Bastion at Nanaimo, to then and 
there proceed to the election of a citizen 
to serve in the House of Assembly in the 
place of John Kennedy, deceased." 
"God Save the Queen." 

Nanaimo, May 10th, 1S59. 

Your readers will possibly notice that 
in the above no particular hour of the 
day was named for "holding" the "meet- 
ing," but this you know is one, of our 
peculiarities, for it is very well at times 
not to be too precise — 'tis true it was not 
very convenient for those of the inhabit- 
ants who wished to attend— 'hut then 
you know you "cannot have everything 
to suit every one," besides tlie Returning 
Officer having omitted to mention the 
hour at which ho intended to hold the 
meeting had its advantages as well as 
its disadvantages, for it enabled him to 
hold it at any hour he pleased, and also 
to do the thing quietly, consequently on 
passing the Bastion about 4 o'clock p.m., 
I found some five or six "inhabitants." 
seated upon the ground, each of whom, 
like myself, seemed a little disappointed 
at not having had an opportunity of at- 
tending the "meeting." However, to 
make amends for our disappointment, we 
had the satisfaction of learning from the 
following "notices," which wore posted 
upon the door of the Bastion, that the 
business was done: 

Nanaimo. V.I., May 20. 1850. 
To the Returning Officer For the Dis- 
trict of Nanaimo. 
Sir — I beg to inform yon that I. Charles 
Edward Stuart, am a qualified voter, for 
the District of Nanaimo, as holding land 
in my possession, which entitles me to 
vote. 

A. R. Benson, Esq., Returning Officer, 
Nanaimo. 

"NOTICE." 

"I, Charles E. Stuart, do vote accord- 
ing to my qualification, for Mr. John 
George Barnston, of Victoria, to act in 
the place of John Kennedy, deceased, in 
the House of Assembly." 

Colvil Town Nanaimo, May 20, 1850. 

Thus, so far as I know- to the contrary, 
our electioneering is over, nnd as it was. 
done peaceably, quietly and without any 
rioting or fighting, I hope your Victoria 
people will admit that we "done it very 
nicely."

only available to-day, he proposed now to 
hold the election. He then read the writ, 
after which Captain Stuart proposed 
John George Barnston, of Victoria, as a 
lit and proper person to represent the 
people of Naisaimo in the House of As- 
sembly, this was seconded by John Mal- 
colm (as assistant iu the H. B. Com- 
pany's store iu Nanaimo, and a non- 
electdr). Mr. George Robinson, Mine 
Agent at Nanaimo; then came forward 
and asked the Returning Officer whether 
he considered two hours' notice of the 
election a sufficient one, nnd concluded 
by entering his protest against the elec- 
tion as being informal ami unconstitu- 
tional, in consequence of there not hav- 
ing been sufficient and proper notice 
given of the time of election. The Re- 
turning Officer promised to forward Mr. 
Robinson's protest to the Governor. Fin- 
ally, as no other Candidate was proposed, 
tlie Returning Officer declared Mr. John 
Geo. Barnston, of Victoria, elected to 
represent the people of Nanaimo in the 
House of Assembly. During the proceed- 
ings it was stated that no other person 
except Captain Stuart, was entitled to 
vote at this election, and he obtained his 
right: First by holding lands belonging 
to the Hudson Bay Company at Nana-i 
mo; Second, by holding 25 acres of land 
in his own right at Nanaimo, and thirdly, 
as owning property at Victoria. Thua 
terminated the proceedings at this "me- 
morable and hard contested election."

BURROWS OF THE SALAMANDER 

Queen Little Animal That Is Seldom 
Seen Above Ground. 

In many places in the extreme south- 
ern states, especially iu what are locally 
known as the "piney woods," one of the 
most notable features is the constantly 
recurring mounds of yellow sand which 
everywhere dot and 'it must he confessed 
disfigure the monotonous landscape, says 
the Popular Science Monthly. These 
piles of earth are usually nearly circular 
in form, fairly symmetrical in contour, 
from six inches to two feet in diameter, 
and, save where they have been beaten 
down by rain or winds or tlie tramping 
of cattle, about half as high as they are 
broad. Often these sand heaps are pret- 
ty evenly distributed, sometimes so thick- 
ly as to cover at least one-fourth of the 
soil surface. If you ask a native the 
eauje of this singular phenomenon, which 
you will perhnps at first be disposed to 
consider a kind of arenaceous eruption 
-which has somehow broken out 
on the face of nature, your informant will 
sententiously reply, "Salamanders." 

All this disfigurement is indeed tlie 
work of a curious little rodent popularly 
so named and about the size and color 
of an ordinary rat. lie is never seen 
above ground if he can possibly help it. 
Ho digs innumerable branching under- 
ground tunnels, at depths varying from 
one to six feet, nnd these mounds of sand 
are simply the "dump heaps" which 5a 
his engineering operations he finds it 
necessary to make. 

After carrying the excavated earth to 
the surface this curious little miner takes 
the greatest pains to cover up his tracks. 
No opening into his burrow is left. How 
he manages to so carefully smooth ovin- 
ias little sand mound and then literally 
"pull the holo in after him" is as yet un- 
explained.

Julian Ralph Describes Trans- 
port of Army In South 
Africa. 



Wonderful Work of the Railways 
and Pialse of Colonel 
Girouard.' 



''Prince Houssain took and spread -the 
carpet, and as soon sis ho had formed his 
.Irish, lie and his officer whom tneVhad 
brought with him were transported to the 
caravansery at which he and his brothers 
Were to meet."— Arabian Nights Enter- 
tainments. 

Now that we appear to see the end o£ 
the war and its trials and tests, we can 
almost confidently say of one of its ac- 
cessories that it has been wholly admir- 
-ahle; that it will be recorded in history 
as an almost perfect [feature of an un- 
dertaking otherwise too much marred by 
"blunders, flaws, and unanticipated ob- 
stacles. 

I Tefer to the Cape government rail- 
way system, by moans of which the Brit- 
ish fought a war in which they were 
obliged, as it were, to land troops and 
supplies at Gibraltar, and rush them to 
the Pyrenees at first and then on to 
Paris. 

As this is literally a feat which Great 
Britain may yet have to perform be- 
tween those identical points in Europe, 
it is of double interest to know that 
Capetown is 009 miles from the Orange 
river, just as the Pyrenees are 000 milea 
from Gibraltar, and Pretoria and Paris 
are, respectively, 1,000 miles from Cape- 
town and Gibraltar. 

To move 200,000 troops as fast they 
can be landed, and hurry after them their 
tents and guns, horses, ammunition, fod- 
der, and food, would strain the re- 
sources oC a standard gauge double-track 
trunk line in England; yet not a hitch 
occurred in the performance of this feat 
by the narrow gauge single-track railway 
which wo practically commandeered in 
South Africa. 

"Which wo practically commandeered" 
as you shall see, and yet which continued 
to discharge all its normal functions as 
if there was no war to strain its re- 
sources. How this was done makes a 
wonderful tale of British patriotism, en- 
thusiasm, and genius, and therefore well 
worth the telling. 

The Cape government railways com- 
pose a system of, roughly, over 2,000 
miles, which consists of three main lines; 
one from Port Elizabeth, and one from 
East London. These so converge that all 
three terminate at Bulawayo in one direc- 
tion, and at Johannesburg and Pretoria 
in the other, with a means o£ connec- 
tion with Natal and Delagoa Bay, 

The war crippled these railways at tho 
point of junction with the railways of 
the Boer republics, whose armed men 
kept forcing tho paralysis further and 
further down into the colony until at 
one time the . junctions at De Aar and 
Naauwpoort were threatened, and the 
junction with the East London line with 
the other two main "hues was actually 
destroyed. That was when the Boers 
took Stormberg Junction. One result of 
that was that the coal supply of the col- 
ony from the South African mines was 
cut off, and thereafter coal had to be 
brought from Europe— a doubly serious 
. thing, because, in the iirst place, it be- 
came much more costly, and secondly, it 
all had to be carried in the same direc- 
tion as the troops and supplies, thus add- 
ing greatly to the difficulties o£ the trans- 
portation problem. But, on the other 
hand, -whatever southward progress the 
Boers made still left the railway touch- 
imr the front, and thus it was that it be- 
came and remained one of the very most 
important factors in the military situa- 
tion. 

The railway is presided over by the 
railway department of the Cape Colony 
government, who jo head is called the 
commissioner of railways. Unfortunate- 
ly for Great Britain, the disloyal Bond 
was in control of the government when 
the war broke out, and the world wit- 
nessed the amazing spectacle of a colonial 
government at odds with the crown, and 
willing to subject itself to a charge of 
common feeling with those who had for 
nearly twenty years engaged iu an un- 
derground conspiracy to drive the Eugl sh 
out of South Africa. 

To say the least, the Commissioner of 
Railways did not facilitate the assist- 
ance given by this railway to tho Im- 
perial forces. But he was rendered help- 
less by the fact that the complexion of 
the working force of the system, from 
the executives downward, was wholly 
different— wholly loyal. 

Have the English ever soberly thought 
of one fact in connection with the past 
Boer supremacy in South Africa— and 
have they duly congratulated themselves 
upon it? The fact I mean is this: that 
the wretched solitude-seeking, unclean 
Boer has seen his country developed 
against his will and without his colla- 
boration. 

The consequence is that the Outlanders 
run his post offices, his railways, ami his 
telegraphs, lie has not brain enough to 
distribute letters, act as guard on a cat- 
tle train, or carry a message from a 
telegraph station to a neighboring farm. 
If a Boer possessed the brain for any 
•of these mo-e menial duties of .modern 
lire he could not perform them because 
of his innate dishonesty. The other 
Boers would know better than to trust 
him with a letter, a telegram, or tho iron 
in the railway brake, which he would 
steal and sell for a penny a pound. 

When South Africa passes into Eng- 
lish hands the Boer will still cling to 
the -wilderness and its dirt, and will nev- 
er be in the way of those who turn the 
wheel of progress. 

The task before the loyal working 
force of the Cape government railway 
was for every man to do his best, and 
for all to rise to the extraordinary occa- 
sion. They had to keep the civil traf- 
fic going as well as to support tho enor- 
mous pressure of military business. It 
was predicted that civil passengers, es- 
pecially in tho short suburband runs in 
and out of Capetown, -would have to be 
carried in goods trucks, and that many 
trains would have to be discontinued, 
but the railway people arc now able to 
boast with natural pride that they did 
not subject the regular passenger trallic 
to any inconvenience of any sort. So 
Jong as the lines admitted of it through 
train service for passengers, mails, live 
stock, and goods were maintained unim- 
paired, except that live stock and goods 
had to give precedence to military traffic. 

Between November, 1809, anil the fol- 
lowing February the railway carried for 
the military nutuorities 1S,000 animals 
and 37.000 tons of stores on the Western 
line, mid, on all lines. 70,000 men and 
30,000 horses. In the first four months 
of this rear, to April 30, the lines con- 
veyed wi U were equal to 00,000. ordin- 
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ary trucks, .nost of them many hundreds 
of miles. Of troops there were equal to 
more- than i*l,500 standard four-wheeled 
| trucks carrying 30 to 40 men each. 
! Horses and mules utilized the equivalent 
, of 14,000 trucks, and other military 
j traffic used what were equal to 35,400 
trucks. Most of these vehicles also made 
i long runs, Kimberlej* being 047 miles 
from Capetown, and Norval's I'out being 
about as far. These figures show that 
tho railway operatives moved more than 
oOO trucks daily including Sundays. 

It must be borne in miud that the line 
upon which this feat was performed is 
not like one of the great trunk lines of 
Europe or America. 

It is a single track road with a ruling 
gradient of one foot in forty along the 
first 500 miles out of Capetown, the first 
350 miles out of Port Elizabeth, and the 
first 300 miles out of East London. The 
curves, equally difficult to negotiate, are, j 
some of them, of live chains radius, while j 
many have a radius -of six, seven, or I 
eight chains. In addition, long distances! 
separate the stations, which makes it j 
difficult for trains going inapposite ways! 
to pass one another, while the narrow I 
gauge (three feet and a half) prevents 
fast running. The waterless character of! 
tho country renders necessary the ear- I 
riage of water, even for the supplies of i 
the employes at some of the stations. Wa- 
ter also had to be carried to the troops at j 
ltonsburg when there was lighting on 
the northern border of the colony. 

During the earlier months of the war 
great anxiety resulted from tho absolute 
necessity for pushing the rolling stock 
well to the front, where it was constant- 
ly menaced by the Boers, and had to be 
pushed back. The seizure of junctional 
points had to be foreseen, and the roll- 
ing stock required to be so distributed 
that if, and when, junctions were des- 
troyed, there should be such a propor- 
tion of engines and vchioles that each of 
the three linos could continue to be util- 
ized. When Stormberg Junction was 
broken, the management had sufficient 
rolling stock on the East London branch 
to operate that line, and it was because 
of this foresight and ingenuity that it 
was possible to hurry to General Gat- 
acre the assistance he needed. But to 
go into the matter of tho service the 
railway performed in connection with ac- 
tual warfare, would be idle, since the 
military counted upon the railway as the] 
basis of the most important plans and I 
movements. Methuen depended upon the! 
western line throughout his early cam- 
paign, and Lord Roberts only cut loose 
from this line at Kimberley to march j 
across to the Free State line, which is 
an extension of the Cape government sys- 
tem from Norval's Pont. 

To debit the Imperial government with 
the usual traffic charges upon troops in 
passenger trains and upon food, forage 
and guns, would have not only entailed ; 
an immense amount of bookkeeping, but ; 
it would have put on record, for the guid- 
ance of disloyal persons, the movements,' 
number and destinations of our soldiers 
;iiu] a complete betrayal of the weight, 
nnd destination of the guns and supplies! 
hurried to the front. On this account it 
was agreed between the government and 
railway that the latter should charge so | 
much per truck or carriage per mile, and 
that there should be no percapita charges 
for tronrw or animals except for the few i 
that went by regular passenger trains, j 
No weights of goods were recorded, the 
only care being to see that the mnximum ! 
carrying capacity of the trucks was not 
exceeded. 

In future wars this method will bo 
copied because it combines economy with 
a secrecy which is valuable beyond com- 
putation. I did not verify the figures, | 
l>ut_ have heard that the prices charged! 
against the Imperial government are i 
equal to a penny per man per mile, three- 1 
quarters of that sum for a horse, and 
live farthings per ton per mile for sup- 
plies. The railway department is said \ 
not to bo losing or profiting unduly by ' 
this arrangement. 

A plan which was adopted by tbe tniii-j 
tary duplicates all the railway officials, j 
from the managers to the srtationmasters, I 
with military officials. The principle is 
thoroughly good, and in practice has 
worked very well. Before it was adopt- '< 
ed, and when a host of army officers gave j 
confusing and irreconcilable orders, the: 
situation was a tangled one. Now the 
subordinate army officers submit their! 
orders to their superiors, who consider i 
them and decide whether they are prnc- 1 
ticable and necessary before cominuni- 1 
eating them to the railway men. 

Thus work is simplified and hastened. I 
It was Colonel Girouard who bad the! 
wit thus to parallel the civil railway j 
system with his own military system, ap- 1 
pointing an officer of the Royal Engineers; 
to watch and to treat with every man iu | 
an executive position on the railway 
staff. This is the Colonel Girouard, of 
Canadian birth, who so distinguished 
himself in the recent campaigns in Egypt, ! 
where he still president of the Egyp- 
tion railways. In South Africa he is 
director of railways with the ran 
the general managers combined 
oral Forest ier- Walker is the gene 
manding the lines'of cmnmunicat 
oth"i- able and important men in the sys- 
tem an' General Settle, inspector-general, 
and .Major Murray, traffic manager, of 
the Burma railways; Major Cowie, di- 
recting manager of the North- Western 
railways of India; Captain Waghorn, 
chief consulting engineer to the Indian 
State railways: and Lieut. Liggett, traf- 
fic manager for the war department. 

The civilians to whom the utmost cred- 
it is due for the llawless work done by 
the Capo government railways are C. B. 
Elliott, general manager, and T. It. Price, | 
chief traffic manager. Mr. Elliott did 
not begin his South African career as a 
trained railwayman. He was at first reg- 
istrar to two judges, and then, being 
called to the bar, began to practise, but 
after a short time returned to the civil 
service. He became assistant commis- 
sioner of crown lands and public works, 
and when it was decided to, appoint 
a general manager of tho Cape railways 
he was selected. That was in 1880. 

Mr. Price, tho chief traffic manager, 
joined the railway service in England in 
1S63, and received an unusual training, 
being educated for that profession as 
men are trained for any of the older pro- 
fessions. Ho got his widest experience 
on the Great Western Tailway. In South 
Africa he began as traffic superintendent 
of a division of the Midland system, and 
worked his way along until he became 
the aj?ent an the Free State and Trans- 
val] for the Cape railways, and finally, 
in 1893, was appointed to his present im- 
portant place. Others who deserve great 
credit tfor the assistance they have given 



to tho Empire in this time of its need are 
Mr. John Brown, engineer-in-chief; Mr. 
H. M. Beatty, chief locomotive superin- 
tendent; Mr. Cresswell Clark, traffic 
manager of the Midland system; Mr. J. 
O. Patterson, traffic manager of tho East- 
ern system; and Mr. J. Mitchell, goods 
superintendent at Capetown and its docks 
—where, by the way, Sir Edward Chich- 
ester has done wonderfully valuable and 
ingenious servico in landing all tho troops 
and unloading all the stores.

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A NIGHT OF TERROR. 

A Night in a Ben of Arizona Rattle- 
snakes.* 

From tho New York Tribune. 

'•The Arizona of 1S70," said William 
Alpertson, of Spokane, "was a country in 
entering which the hardy prospector and 
equally fearless ranchman literally car- 
ried their lives in their bands. Phoenix 
and Tucson wore ten years away, and in 
that vast expanse of sun-baked moun- 
tain and plains the principal inhabitants 
were the yellow rattlesnakes, white scor- 
pions, tarantulas, Gila monsters, and, 
deadly as these loathsome reptiles and in- 
sects are, more deadly still the dread 
Apaches, who made the mountain fast- 
nesses of the territory their hiding places 
and retreats, from which they made 
swift • and murderous raids upon outly- 
ing frontiersmen's homes. Geronlmo 
had still fifteen years of bis blood be- 
spattered and foul career to riot through 
unchecked, and there were other and 
worse chiefs than he who helped to make 
Arizona the living hell it was in those 
faraway days. Few or no army posts 
existed there, and ho who sought for- 
tune in that wilderness did so with the 
conviction that "kill that ye may live" 
must be Hhe rule o£ his life. Every 1 
murderer and blackleg who found the 
rest of the frontier too hot to live in was 
sure of an asylum in that desert, and 
between the deadly animals and deadlier 
human life, it was a country into which 
none but tho brave dared venture, where 
might was right, and the strong arm of 
the law had not as yet even cast the 
shadow of its future coming. Such was 
the Arizona I knew in 1870, and such a 
country I pray it may never be my fate 
again to come in touch with. 

"Of all the reptiles there, the taran- 
tula was the worst, but almost as dan- 
gerous was the white scorpion, for to his 
2«4-inch body was attached a sting that 
he could drive a full half inch into a 
man's body, and thus send the deadly 
poison coursing through bis blood. The 
Gila monster, in state of his dangerous 
reputation in the East, is not as danger- 
ous as these others, but it is the veritable 
horror of his appearance that gives him 
his reputation. An overgrown and bloat- 
ed lizard, frequently attaining a length 
of 15 inches, he is fearful to behold, his 
alligator-like body being of a dirty dark 
grey and covered with a hard shell. His 
bite, however, compared with those of 1 
the others. Is Innocuous, and need not 
be fatal if the one bitten applies without 
delay remedies to counteract the poison. 
I think it was on this trip that I wit- 
nessed as strange a sight as I had ever 
looked upon. One of our party, who 
had previously been in the country, as- 
sured us that* he knew it all, and that a 
short cut across the mountains would 
save us many weary miles in our journey 
back to camp. We took him at his word, 
and midnight found us just on the crest 
of the divide, after fruitless hours spent 
in trying to follow a trail that had no 
existence. We were then in a cup-shaped 
basin, the centre of the cup being cov- 
ered over by club chaparral and the bal- 
ance with sun-dried dead grass, and there 
we decided to remain the rest of tho 
night Tethering our weary horses 
without unsaddling, we lay down to 
catch an hour or two's rest. 

"The Indian we had ns guide," con- 
tinued Mr. Alpertson, "was tied by either 
arms to two of the party. This was 
done for safety's sake, for in that God- 
forsaken country there was no precaution 
that looked toward safety it was safe to 
overlook. About an hour after we had 
lain down the Indian suddenly let loose 
a frightful yell, and every man rolled 
over on his stomach ami covered him 
with his rifle. At the same time we be- 
came conscious of the hissing of number- 
less rattlesnakes, and the awful stench 
their bodies give off permeated the air. 
Why none of us were bitten was a mir- 
acle, for they were nil over the place, and 
one of them crawling over his body was 
the cause of the Indian's yell. " That 
club chaparral was their homo, and they 
must have inhabited it by the thousands. 
After we had got the horses and our- 
selves to a place of safety one of our 
number suggested that we fire the place, 
and we accordingly touched the dry grass 
off. In a moment the entire chaparral 
leaped into flame, and then occurred tho 
weirdest of sight, for the snakes crawled 
up the dwarf trees and projected their 
horrible, writhing In ads above tho sea 
»f (lame, while from all about the great 
yellow rattlers hurried into the ring of 
tire. .V snake by Instinct, you know, 
rushes into, not away from, a near-by 
flame. To this day it is a vivid picture 
in my mind— -that zone of fire, with the 
swollen yellow reptile.-; rushing info it, 
and the heads, witli their gaping, fork- 
tongucd mouths rising nlbove and falling 
beneath the leaping flames."

DRILLING FOR COAL. 

Efforts Being Made to Discover Black 
Diamonds Near Port Angeles.

Soldiers Who Slay Their Olllcers Out of 
Revenge.

Tragic Indeed is every incident connected 
with the battlefield, but more so are some 
of the mysterious occurrences which have 
-oft times taken place during n campaign, 
and which might he put down as cold blood- 
ed murders. It seems a very unlikely thins 
that in the heat of a hard-fought couflict 
the origin of a man's death can he deter- 
mined—that is to say, whether he died by 
the hands of one of his comrades or by 
those of the enemy; consequently, men 
a grievance against their officers have 
made use of such opportunities to wl| 
old scores, and have gone undiscovered. 

A notable Instance of this occurred just 
before the buttle of Woertll, in the Franco- 
Prussian war. A certain officer of consid- 
erable repute had got himself generally dls-

This completes a series of objects re- 
presenting the history of Crete from the 
stone age to about the seventh century 
The ideas about the pre-Hellenic 
civilization in the Aegean have been re- 
volutionized, but the most important fact 
is the constant evidence of influence from 
and intercourse witli Egypt of the eigh- 
teenth and subsequent Pharnonic dynas- 
ties.

When we consider the enormous Increase 
In consumption In this country as .Indicat- 
ed by the increased production In fifteen 
years, and the vast difference between the 
per capita consumption In tills country nnd 
In countries so highly developed Industrl 
ally as France nnd Austrin-IIungary, It Is 
evident that the consumption of iron is 
an elastic quantity whose limits it Is Idle 
to estimate. The per capita consumption 
of Iron may be expected to go on Increas- 
ing In tills country, anil even to go on 
Increasing rapidly. But what has happen- 
ed In the past few months Is that the 1 
duct Ion nnd the price of Iron have b 
Increasing out of proportion to those of 
other commodities, and thus it Is evident 
that more or less equalization must occur. 

Another point Is thai prices cannot go 
higher If consumption is to decrease. In- 
deed, any material Increase In consump- 
tion could not be hoped for nt the present 
figures. Hence the question of the cost of 
production In competing countries becomes 
of Importance. In this the United Stales' 
and Canada seem to have a great advantage 
In the enormous supplies of ore, fuel nnd 
limestone occurring nenr at hand, as well 
as In the possession of an economical nnd 
untrammelled labor system. 



THE CARRIER PIGEON. 

Satisfactory Explanation of Its Homing 
Ability. 

• Some revision of accepted theories in 
regard to carrier pigeons is apparently 
made advisable by the success of the 
birds released from French liners in find- 
ip.g their way to shore over hundreds of 
nubs of water. The ancient idea that 
carrier pigeons arc endowed with a mys- 
terious "instinct" for direction and lo- 
cality, and therefore have no need of 
known landmarks by which to guide their 
llight, lias been much weakened of re- 
cent years, if not entirely abandoned, 
among scientific observers, and in its 
place has come a belief that what may 
bo called the effective radius of each 
•bird is the distance from which, when 
high in air, it. can see an object it lias 
seen before. This view of the matter is 
supported by the fact that pigeons must 
be regularly trained by Mights of gradual- 
ly increased length, and do not perforin 
their most amazing feats until titter they 
have acquired familiarity with a large 
expanse of territory. Yet one out of six 
birds released from La Touraine last 
Friday, when 300 miles off shore, reach- 
ed its home, in Maiden, Mass., in about 
twenty-four hours. Now, acquired knowl- 
edge — unless of an astronomical nature — 
is of no apparent use to a ibird between 
which nnd the nearest land there lies 1500 
miles of monotonous waves. Possibly 
the true explanation of the carrier pig- 
con's homing ability is to be found some- 
where between the old theory and the new 
one, and combining them both.
